Over $1,300 for Ga'nesill 


Call of Mayor Howell Brings a Great 
Throng of Business Men To- 
gether at City Hall—Harry 
Schlesinger Starts the 

‘Fund. 


For Gainesville and the good of her 


suffering humanity. 

Such was the text at a municipal mis- 
sion meeting called in the common coun- 
chamber yesterday morning and in 
less than an hour prominent Atlantans 
had given over thirteen hundred dollars 
in addition to the $1,000 voted by the 
city and the $325 acknowledged in The 
Constitution. 

Perhaps the public spirit of the meet- 
ing and its exceptional promptness was 
best illustrated by Judge Hillyer, who 
said that this was not the first time that 
a call from The Constitution had brought 
the good people of Atlanta hurrying to 
the front. He then cited the instance 
of some years ago, when terrible suffer- 
ing was caused by a great snow storm 
and the distress was exceptional. On 
that same morning the people found The 
Constitution on their doorstep giving 
the news and many details of the damage 
and distress caused by the storm. And 
although it was Sunday, the people got 
together that same day and raised enough 
money to greatly alleviate the sufferings 
of the victims: immediately. 

The meeting yesterday was a parallel 
case. The call for the meeting issued 
in The Constitution placed the philan- 
thropic citizens in immediate touch with 
the needs and exigencies of the people 
of Gainesville. From staff correspond- 
ents and special dispatches they were in- 
formed of the terrible details of the dis- 
aster. They saw that’'a fund had al- 
ready been started and a call issued in 
The Constitution and what they did then 
was to first sit down and write the gen- 
erous check their public spirited hearts 
dictated and then make arrangements to 
be “among those present’ in the council 
chamber. : 


A -Wonderful Meeting. 


It was a wonderful meeting and as 
characteristic of Atlanta as the great 
bank that looms up against the horizon 
in the shape of old Kennesaw mountain. 
It was & remarkabe meeting, too, from 
a religious point of view, for there were 
many denominations represented from 
the early faith of the Biblical patriarchs 
to the latest of twentieth century beliefs 
and yet there was but one creed, the 
creed of charity with its common tie 
that binds.

The morning trains ipto the citv 
brought hundreds of sight seers, and 
along with these came other physicians, 
who were at once put to work. Many 
of these people eagerly placed their names 
with .nice contributions to the subscrip- 
tion lista, and cooperated with citizens in 
relief work. 

Mundy’s store on Main street was se- 
lected for all contributions for sufferers 
to be left. Miss Mattie McDonald was 
placed in charge of the woman's relief 
committee and is g@eceiving large supplies 
of necessary articies for those who have 
heen left without anything. 

MORE FUNDS SECURED; 
ALL GEORGIA THANKED 


Z. T. Castleberry has been made treas- 
urer of the fund, and already several 
thousand dollars have been placed in his 
hands for relief. The city of Gainesville 
appropriated $1,000, the county authorities 
$2,000, and the citizens’ subscription now 
amounts to abvut $23,000. From outside 
sources has come about $2,900, making «a 
total up to this afternoon of about $8,000 
for relief. 

A resolution was unanimously adopted 
at the mass meeting this morning thank- 
ing the dally papers of the state for their 
assistance, the city of Atlanta for sub- 
scription, the people of Georgia for their 
sympathy and help, the telegraph and 
telephone companies for their courtesies, 
the physicians for their a:d, and any and 
all who had come to the relief of the 
stricken city.

At the city hall, the homeless negroes 
were sheltered last night, and the armory 
of the Candler Horse Guards has been 
supplied with cots that those who 
were injured may temporarily reside and 
receive medical attention. The physi- 
clans’ relief corps is doing efficient work, 
and by nightfall all who have been in- 
jured will have each recelved several 
visits from the doctors. 

Rain has been falling incessantly since 
midnight, and the work is somewhat re- 
tarded thereby. However, everybody 
keeps busy on their missions of mercy, 
standing not behind because of the heavy 
rainfall. The gloom which spread over 
the city yesterday has only been intensi- 
fied by the additional victims rescued 
from the debris. 

It will take several days to restore any- 
thing like order out of the present chaos. 
Those whose homes and plaaes were de- 
stroyed, but whose lives were spared by 
the winds, went to work this morning 
trying to get the broken embers re- 
moved and to get something of the tangle 
unraveled. The spirit exhibited by these 
people is really courageous, and they 
have proven themselves real heroes in 
the face of the direst calamity. 


WHITE SULPHUR SPRINGS 
NOT DAMAGED BY STORM 

No damage was done at White Sulphur 
Springs or the station by the storm, al- 
though it was reported last night that 
twelve people were killed there and many 
more wounded. M. C, Buffington, post- 
master at White Sulphur, was here this 
afternoon and reports a heavy wind 
storm at the station at White Sulphur, 
but only one house, that of J. B. Alii- 
eon, was unroofed. Several trees were 
blown down and fences weré scattered, 
but ho other damage was done. 

At the mass meeting held at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon it was decided to offer an 
opportunity to all able-bodied men in the 
city, many of whom are sightseers and 
curiosity onlookers, an opportunity to 
either contribute to the relief fund or 
take an ax and help clear up the debris, 
failing to do either of which they will 
be requested to leave the city. This was 
done because of the fact that they are 
in the way, are rendering no assistance 
to the relief committees and are not 
wanted by the people here unless they 
@an help to relieve the distress and suf- 
fering. 

There is a scarcity of ready food, and 
all who come as merely onlookers are 
taking just so much away from thé ac- 
tual sufferers. There will be two daily 
meetings of the citizens of the city at 
the court house at 10 a. m. and 3 p. m., 
for several days until all work is under 
good headway. All new ‘subscriptions 
are reported to the meeting, and the 
citizens are acting in conjunction in for- 
warding the relief wo 

The total list of injured now amounts 
to 200. The list of those fatally injured 
is given elsewhere.

The public square was 
completely filled with the mules and 
white-covered wagons of the mountain- 
eers, who had come down to look after 
members of their families who were em- 
Ployed in the two mills. It was difficult 
for other teams to thread (tneir way 
about the town. A conservative estimate 
of the number of Visitors in town today 
would be 6,000. All the railroad brought 
in many hundreds, and the Gainesville, 
Jefferson and Southern ran ae =special 
train, carrying three hundred passengers, 
borne to the scene out of curiosity and 
possible sympathy. Tne great number 
of these visitors is seriously retarding 
the work of rescue. The chief of police 
asks that none come unless they have 
business here, as there is no room for 
them, and they get in the way of those 
who are needed. Many of these morbid 
people enter the houses of mourning 
without any other reason than a desire to 
look on .the grief of the bereaved occu- 
pants, and altogether they have proved 
themselves 3s84-carat nuisances. Twenty 
extra policemen Nave been sworn in by 
Chief Parks to control this element, and 

t is expected tnat a large proportion of 
them will find lodging in the city prison 
before morning. 

Soldiers on Duty. 

The Candler Horse Guards were called 
out early this morning and stationed at 
the places where there was property 
that could be stolen. At all scenes of 
this kind there appear ghouls who prey 
on the helpless and unfortunate, and 
this has been no exception to the rule. 
Many arrests have already been -made 
by the soldiers. One man was found 
with two egg beaters in his pocket that 
he had stolen from one of the wrecked 
stores, and it seems that they will steal 
anything that is movable. Twenty-eight 
men of this company are on duty, pac- 
ing the street, railroad track near the 
location of the stores that were destroyed 
and at New Holland, where they are 
needed to preserve order. 

Many heroes have been developed by the 
awful tragedy, but especial praise is due 
to Charles Kerr, a motorman of the 
Gainesville street railway. The car of 
which he was in charge was at the depot 
when the storm struck the Gainesville 
cotton mills, and without a thought of 
the danger from the flying timbers that 
filled the air, Mr. Kerr left his car and 
ran to the place where he had seen the 
bodies of the young operatives of the 
factory buried beneath the debris and 
began the work of rescue. Over his 
head the lightning still flashed, and in 
his ears rang the fiendish shriek of the 
tornado, but unheeding anything but the 
call of humanity, he went to work, and 
before any one else had reached the 
scene of destruction Kerr had rescued 
thirteen from their imprisonment, single- 
handed. Gainesville rings with his 
praises today, and it is likely that some 
substantial reward will be tendered him 
in recognition of -his brave act. Anofher 
man whose presence of mind saved lives 
is Howard Smith, conductoe on the street 
car line. He was on his way with a 
ear of passengers to the New Holland 
Springs when he saw the cyclone coming 
toward them. He ordered. the motorman 
to put on all speed immediately, and the 
car outran the storm until it could reach 
a depression that partially protected. it, 
and only the rear platform was torn off 
by the wind. No one was injured on 
the car. 

The streets of the Mountain City re- 
sembled a hot house this morning, as 
the women of the town carried flowers 
to place upon the coffins of those who 
had met a tragic fate the day before. 
From early in the morning until far into 
the afternoon these good Samaritans 
performed this labor of love, and many 
a bier that otherwise would have con- 
sisted of a simple pine coffin and its 
contents was transformed into one of 
beauty. All day long the streets were 
lined with the passing drays, bearing 
shiny black caskets, and a stranger vis- 
iting the place would have thought that 
the chief industry wae the manufacture 
@6f these cases for the dead. 

The First Funeral. 

The first funeral occurred this morn- 
ing, wher one of the children who was 
killed at the Gainesville milis was 
buried at the city cemetegfy. No others 
were interred until late in the afterrroon, 
when Mrs. Ruth Camp was taken to 
Alta Vista cemetery: The death of this 
lady was one of the saddest among the 
entire number. She and her husband and 
family had only been in the house one 
hour when the storm came up. They 
had moved in from a mile out in the 
country and Mr. Camp was in the back 
room of their’ new home opening some 
canned goods for the family dinner when 
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tracted their attention... The house occu- 
pied by them was on an elevation, and 
thinking the house of Bailiff J. R. Reid, 
just across the street, was safer, they 
ran into it. This house was situated in 
a deep hollow and surrounded by seven 
large aspen trees. No sooner had the 
fleeing family entered the building than 
the furious winds descended upon it, and 
the falling walls buried them in the en- 
trance to the hallway. Mrs. Camp fell 
upon her oldest son, a boy of 6 years, 
and it is thought that he was smothered 
to death, as there were no bruises upon 
his body. One of the large timbers of 
the structure fell upon Mrs. Camp and 
broke her back and she was dead before 
fne storm had passed. Out of fourteen 
inmates of this house these were the 
only ones that met death. Mr. Camp, 
who held the two youngest children in his 
arms, escaped, and the baby did not re- 
ceive a scratch. The. house on the other 
side of the street from which they fled 
was not badly injured, and no one would 
have been hurt had they remained in it. 
Reid's home was completely demolished, 
and there is nothing there now but a 
low pile of rubbish about 4 feet high and 
a mass of tangled trees. Mr. Reid him- 
self was pinned down by the leg and 
was in that position when the debris 
of the house caught fire. He was rescued 
just in time to save him from a horrible 
death. Rev. J. A. Wynn, pastor of the 
First Baptist church, conducted the fu- 
neral exercises of Mrs. Camp and little 
son. A little later in the afternoon Fa- 
ther Gunn, of Atlanta, conducted the last 
rites over a boy and a woman that were 
killed at the mills. 

Seme of those who lost relatives carried 
them long distances in order that they 
might bury them in the places where 
their homes had been before they moved 
to Gainesville to work in the mills. One 
instance is that. of Maggie Westmore- 
land, whose relatives carried her body tc | 
Nacoochee valley, a distance of fully 4 
miles. Another is that of Mrs. Bryant 
and little son, who have been taken to 
Town Creek church, in White county, 25 
miles. Mrs F. A. Coker was taken 12 
miles east of Harmony Grove. These 
named were all that were buried today.

Three Additional Deaths Are Re- 
ported at New Holland, and 
Three Others Were Expected 
in Gainesville by Sur- 
geons Last Night. 


Gainesville, Ga., June 2.—(Special.)— 
The Pacolet mill at New Holtand will be- 
gin running Thursday morning. ‘There 
were eighty-four unoccupied cottages at 
the Pacolet mill and all but thirteen of 
these are now occupied by those whose 
houses were blown away. These will be 
filled as fast as applications come in. 
The Pacolet Company has just made ar- 
rangements with the electric company to 
run cars from the Gainesvitle cotton 
mills at an hour early enough to put the 
employees at Pacolet at regular running 
time each morning and have them back 
at home at night. All officers of the com- 
pany are here and are planning to begin 
rebuilding cottages as soon as those 
houses partially turned over can be set 
up. . 

Wages of the stricken people at the 
Gainesville cotton mi!) will begin Thurs- 
day at the same rate paid before the 
storm. 

D. C. Hawley, head man of George H. 
Cutting * Co.. mill contractors, Worces- 
ter, Mass., who built the Pacolet and 
Gainesville cotton mills, arrived tonight 
and will prepare to remove debris at 
the Gainesville mili and _ begin recon- 
struction at once. 

It is estimated by the Gainesville mill 
people that their loss amounts to be- 
tween $150,000 and $175,000. It will require 
a month or more to get the Gainesville 
mill in shape 

Police authorities were asked tonight 
to keep sharp lookout for expert cracks- 
men, as it is believed they are to work in 
this vicinity. Chief of Police Ball and 
Sergeant Bedford, of Atlanta, are here 
assisting the local police in protecting 
property and keeping a watchout for 
suspicious characters. 

The Candler Horse Guards are on picket 
duty tonight. Twenty rounds of am- 
munition were issued to the men this 
afternoon. The soldier boys are doing 
duty like regulars and the chance for 
pillaging is slim. Regular tours of duty 
have been arranged and the men will 
patrol] their beats throughout the night. 

Six bodies were interred in Alta Vista 
cemetery this afiernoon. The majority of 
the New Holland victims’ will be buricd 
in the cemetery there tomorrow. Those 
who were killed in the Gainesville cotton 
mill will be buried in the cemetery at 
that place as soon as graves can be pre- 
pared. An official list of the dead will 
be tesue by the mill people tomorrow 
morning.

SAYS DR. FLOYD M’RAE

HAT is most needed now among 
the sufferers from the recent 
tornado at Gainesville and New 
Holland Springs is trained nurses.” 

This from Dr. Floyd W. McRae, who re- 
turned from the latter “place yesterday. 
‘Just now trained nurses can do more 


than doctors for the relief of the suffering 
and in addition to those who are now on 
the scene I have heard from three today 
who will go up immediately. They are 
Miss Belle Sawyer, a graduate of Dr. 
Price’s hospital jn PhiJadelphia: Niss 
Cundy, of Sf Paul, and Miss McClesky. 
@ Sraduate of Mount Sinai and Sloane 
Maternity hospitals of.New York city. 

“The victims at this time are suffering 
for just such things as trained nurses can 
give in the way of professional assistance. 
They. are in need of delicacies such as they 
know how to prepare of the repeated 
@ressing of wounds and the skillful care 
of trained hands so all-important at the 
critical stage which the sufferers are now 
in. I believe, too, that more trained 
Murses will volunteer their services as 
they are convinced, of the great need in 
the gstorm-swept district. 

Reports Not Exagerated.. 

“Of the terrible suffering among the 
victims I can Only say that the reports 
have not and can not exagerate the true 
condition of affairs. When we arrived We 
found the work being carried on with 
wonderful expediency ynder the direction 
of Dr. Downey, physician to the Pacolet 
mills. I want to say that the greatest 
possible credit ig due to both this skilled 
physician and Manager Stanley Stalworth 
of the same mil! for the efficient and sys- 
tematic way in which they instituted im-, 
mediate rejjef for the injured. V. M. 
Montgomery, president of the mill, also 
arrived on the scene shortly after the 
catastrophe and assisted greatly in the 
work of relief. 

“When we arrived we found several 
Physicians already present from near-by 
Georgia and South Carolina towns and all 
of these had done wonders in the matter 
of administering relief. We, who came 
from Atlanta, had brought with us a 
large quantity of sterile dressings and an- 
tiseptics and commenced the work of op- 
erating aft once. There is no need to 
particularize, but the operations were of 
various kinds from the closing of scalp 


é¢ 


wounds to trephines, while any pumber of 
broken arms and legs had to be set. There 
Was so much to be done that we were 
kept as busy 2s possible all night until 
the departure of the train in the morning. 

“It would be impossible at this time to 
Say how many were cared for or estimate 
the number of those who were fatally in- 
jured. Although the operations were car- 
ried on with almost an entire lack of the 
facilities used for emergency cases in the 
city hospitals, the surgeons took every 
precaution in the matter of wearing anti- 
septicized operating gowns and every pos- 
sible care to prevept possibilities of blood 
poisoning. We found, too, a great many 
who were suffering from severg shock and 
I feel sure that many are suffering from 
severe wrenches aygd spraing whq have 
not yet awakened to a ful] realization of 
their conditions.” 

Some Gruesome Sights. 

Several of the returning physicians 
were met at the station by a representa- 
tive of The Constitution Jate last night. 
Said ene: “I don't know where to begin 
in a description of the awful horrors. 
What impressed me most was a trip 
through the lower floor of the Pacolet 
mill, which igs being used as a morgue. 
There I saw four young girls whose heads 
had been ljterally bisected 40 the chin and 
it was found necessary to tie up the two 
sections of the head to keep them from 
falling apart. It was most ghastly. 

‘There was apother man, some sixty 
years old 1 should say, whose face was 
crushed in beyond aH possibjjity of recog- 
nition. In fact it was impossible to say 
which was the front and which the back 
of the head except for the clotted mass of 
hair In still agother tiny coffin was a 
baby only a few weeks old upon which 
there was no mark of any injury, I can 
hear the awful sobs of that mother still 
and it was only by means of gentle force 
that she was at last compelled by kind 
friends to leave the little body with the 
other dead. These are only a few in- 
stances. There was another boy who had 
been Struck by a beam squareJy in the 
mouth and in this case also it was found 
necessary to bind up the two sections of 
the head 

“One fact that impressed me greatly, 
Was that almost all of the bodies 1 saw 
wore no trace of agony upon their faces 
and it was evident that death came as 
instantaneously as if they had been struck 
by lightning. This seemed to be of the 
greatest comfort to the bereaved. Al] I can 
Say is that too much cannot be be done 
for those who are now.among the suf- 
ferers.”’ »

TAIN WEATHER 


OLLUWS STORM 


Clearing Up of Rain Clouds 
Predicted for Today 


Forecaster Marbury Talks Interest- 
ingiy of Hailstorms and the Re- 
currence of. Tornadoes—They 
Are Likely To Come 
Any Moment. 


The weather today. is likely to be 
fair. 

As every One just now is interested in 
storms, a representative of The Constitu- 
tion had a-talk with Local Forecaster 
Marbury regarding the hall storm of 
Monday. It will be remembered that 
the storm of Monday came out of the 
southeast and passed to the northwest. 
When Mr. Marbury was asked regarding 
this he said that while the general storm 
drift is from the west to east, local 
Storms are erratic and may move in any 
way, Owing to certain existing condi- 
tions. 

The following interesting information 
was also learned regarding hail storms. 

Where raindrops become frozen.in their 
passage through the air, they. fall as 
hail. Sometimes the raindrops. may be 
frozen in their downward passage; but 
it is believed that they are usually frozen 
by first being carried upward by vertical 
air currents into regiong where the tem- 
perature is below freezing, and that they 
then descend to the earth before they 
have time to melt. 

Sometimes hail stones have a_e soft 
snowy center, and frequently they have 
several successive coats ar shells of ice, 
probably due to their being subjected a 
number of times to alternate tempera- 
tures above and below freezing. 

Hail stones may form in the upward 
current of moist air, and then drop out to 
one side of the upward current down into 
the, region of rain, where they will have 
water added to their exteriors, and then 
they may be carried up, in the ascending 
current, into which they have fallen, 
into the region of freezing. 

The hail stones may become 
increased in size by repetition of this 
process. Sometimes the central kernel 
of a hail stone is a snowflake, which at 
first becomes thoroughly wet by contact 
with rain and then is carried up by an 
air current to the region of freezing; 
and then following the process just de- 
scribed for a Nail stone it may increase 
tga very large size. A variety of such 
processes mustoccur in order to account 
for the different kind of hail stones which 
fall during storms of this kind. The 
above explanation is sure to prove profit- 
ably interesting to all those who wonder 
why it is that hail falls only in hot 
weatner. 

: No Season Is Exempt. 

No season or month of the year is ex- 
empt from the occurrence of tornadoes. 
June is the month in which they Occur 
most frequently. Summer is the season 
of greatest frequency. 

In a table showing the character and 
location of six hundred tornadoes Kan- 
sas leads the list with sixty-two and 
Georgia is fifth with a tota] of thirty- 
three.

to Charges of Tulloch, 


Heata Déclares There Were No 
Scendals =in Department 
When He Was in .

Washington, Jure 2.—Postmaster Gen- 
eral Payne today made public the letter 
of Former First Assistant Postmaster 


General Perry 8. Heath in reply to the 
charges made by 8. W. Tulloch, of this 
city, formerly cashier of the Washing- 
ton city postoffice, The letter follows: 

“Salt Lake City, Utah, May 15, 1903.— 
Hon. H. C. Payne, Washington, D. C.: 
My Dear Mr. Payne: I thank you for 
your courteous fetters of 19th and 22th 
instant, calling my attention to certain 
assertions of one §. W. Tulloch, ex-cash- 
ier, of the Washington postoffice, and 
Also-the statement of a Mrs. Winans, 
formerly. of Ohio, whp is quoted as say- 
ing’ @Be Was carried upon the rolls of 
the,.Washington postoffice with the un- 
derstanding that she was not to render 
service to ‘the ‘goverriment. 

Woman Became a Nuisance. 


“If Mrs. Winans @id not render serv- 
ices equivalent to the compensation she 
received her superior: officers were de- 
ceived. I did not know the woman when 
she was appointed ahd had no personal 
interest in her.) Her narfe was amongst 
the large number always on my desk and 
I recall that she was well recommended 
for position. I could not attempt to per- 
sonally ascertain whether persons ap- 
pointed to posftiohs in postoffices ren- 
dered satisfactory service. I do remem- 
ber that this woman became a nuisance 
about the postoffice department and that 
I: refused to se@ hér. She was reported 
to me by my chief clerk as being persis- 
tent in her demands for promotion, or 
more desirable work. She at least pre- 
tended to my chief clerk, so he reported 
to me, to perform services warranting 
Promotion or better compensation. 

“By the same token, upon the same 
line of comment employed by ‘Tulloch, 
nearly if not quite all of the transactions 
of the executive department in Washing- 
ton could be called into question and im- 
proper -‘motives could be assigned. Nec- 
essarily I could not follow the details of 
the work of postoffice clerks: I was com- 
pelled to trust my subordinates and to 
rely upon postmasters. We had a 
change of administration: a war, the 
Americanizing of an immense foreign 
service and the taking over of vast ex- 
panses of new territory. But I mastered 
as many details as possible and I proyd- 
ly hold myself responsible for all that I 
did,-for the humble part I took in the 
work of the department. 


No “Honorary Roll.” 


“I never appointed any persons to any 
position or retained any one in any posi- 
tion at any time with any sort of notion 
Or idea that he or she was not to render 
full and honest service to the govern- 
ment for the pay received. The intima- 
tion that there was an ‘honorary roll’ 
upon which people were placed for polit- 
ical or personal or other purposes than 
good service is a pure invention. It is a 
lie out of the whole cloth, as are most 
If any 
persons were so appointed or retained it 
was through their own dishonest de- 
signs. 

“There was a period extending over 
many months when many more men 
were demanded for’service in Cuba, Porto 
Rico and at military camps in our coun- 
try than we could supply. We drew 
through larger postoffices for men from 
classified service, receiving many, but 
when responses from postoffices ceased 
to be sufficient we drew names from 
applicants outside classified service and 
conscientiously selected those whose ca- 
pability and character we deemed best 
established. 

“In the hurried work of our appoint- 
ments, hurried dispatch of men and ma- 
terials to scenes of action, some mis- 
takes were of course made, some confi- 
dences,as to integrity blasted, but these 
things occur and will so long as men 
live. 

“I made a visit to Porto Rico, when 
the Spanish form of postal service was 
taken over and placed under our sys- 
tem. I did not seek the trip, and never 
made a more disagreeable one or one on 
which I rendered better services or made 
more sacrifices. For every dollar ex- 
pended vouchers were rendered and ac- 
counting made. I made a trip to the Pa- 
cific slope, I believe, in the spring of 
1898, in connection with conditions ex- 
isting in postoffices at Portland, Tacoma 
and Seattle, incident to the handling of 
the Alaskan mails and local conditions, 
for whick a strict accounting was made, 

Gilmer ana Tulloch. 


‘Possibly Tulloch did not deem these 
trips necessary, but I doubt if he had 
the slightest conception for what they 
were made or what was done upon 
them. 

“There were two personal references 
to me in the Tulloch assertions that I 
desire to mention briefly, and the others 
I will pass over as unworthy of mention 
or for reply from those who have had 
later access to the official records, for 
these incidents occurred four years ago. 
Complaints were made to mg by clerks 
in the postoffice department, or the of- 
fice of the auditor for the treasury, that 
an employee of the latter, named Gil- 
mer, frequently entered their rooms and 
in a surly, offensive and peremptory 
manner demanded records and carried 
them away without leaving any receipt. 
I requested of treasury officials that. Gil- 
mer be instructed to act like a gehtle- 
man, and to protect clerks in the post- 


office department by leaving receipts for

“The other reference. relates to 
Tulloch’s displacement from the posi- 
tion of cashier in the Washington post- 
office. The first distinct recollection I 
have of Tulloch was shortly after the 
induction of Postmaster Merritt and the 
appointment of a new cashier. A number 
of Tulloch’s friends called on me singly, 
and asked me to intercede, for | his 
reinstatement, I was advised that Tul- 
loch had been collecting evidence of im- 
proprieties in the postoffice department 
and if he were not reinstated he would 
expose them; that [. would be made 
to suffer and McKinley’s administra- 
tion would be scandalized. I remember 
to have stated to one of these importu- 
nate friends that I could not conceive 
how an honest and conscientious em- 
ployee of the government would want 
to remain in a position where wrong 
was- being done, much less. be rein- 
stated wader such conditions and that 
as he had been a sworn Officer of the 
government and had not to my knowl- 
edge reported these alleged irregularities 
I would not and could not in conscience 
recommend him for any position. The 
men against whom allegations were di- 
rected had refused to pay the price of 
the proposed secrecy. If there 1s any 
specific information that I can give you 
er any service that I can render yqu, I 
shall be glad to serve you. Thanking 
you for courtesy and with best wishes, 
‘Yours faithfully, Perry 8.

After the Go-Betweens. 


The investigation of affairs at the post- 
office department is proceeding as rap- 
idly as possible and the investigating of- 
ficials hope to close their inquiries by 
August. 1. Postmaster General Payne 
said todmy that all the salient points of 
the investi on probably would be dis- 
posed of by the-end of this month, but 
that the rest of the work might continue 
for a considerable time. The go-betweens 
who, it is alleged, figured in transac- 
tions which led to the arrest of August 
W. Machen, the former general super- 
intendent of the free delivery system, are 
understood to be members of a firm in 
Toledo, Ohio, the former home of Mr. 
Machen. Although it is known authori- 
tatively that there are several parties 
whose arrests may be decided on at any 
time, Postmaster General Payne said to- 
night that so far as he is advised no 
immediate arrests are in contemplation. 

The preliminary hearing of Mr. Machen, 
before United States commissioner, 
which is scheduled for next Friday, may 
be rendered unnecessary in case _ the 
grand jury stiould report an indictment 
against him. The case will be presented 
to that bodg tomorrow. when a number 
of witnesses subpoenaed by the govern- 
ment will make their appearance. An 
indictment would relieve the government 
from the necessity of disclosing its evi- 
dence prior to the trial of the case in 
court, and would require the rearrest of 
Machen on a bench Warrant, and the 
furnishing of fresh bonds.

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The Need of Jeffersonia. 

As an evidence of how timely will 
be the publication serially in The Con- 
stitution of Mr. Watson’s “Life and 
Times of Thomas Jefferson,” we quote 
from an account in The Boston Jour- 
nal as follows: 

Ex-Governor Boutwell certainly cannot 
be accused of disloyalty to, his Philip- 
pine platform. Being asked to contribute 
to the $500,000 fund which the Washington 
Jefferson Memorial Associati@n is trying 
to raise in order to erect a memorial to 
Thomas Jefferson, Mr. Boutwell replie? 
that he cannot fork over for such a pur- 
pose “until he finds out whether the prin- 
ciples for which Jefferson contended are 
to be maintained,.’’ and he thinks their 
maintenance is impossible if we continue 
to attempt “to subjugate the Philippine 


islands.”’ 
Surely Ex-Governor Boutwell has 


the right to do as he-Ipeases about the 
Thomas Jefferson ‘monument scheme. 
The point we make is that here is one 
of the oldest and most radical repub- 
lican statesmen now alive wanting to 
know “whether the principles for 
which Jefferson contended are to be 
maintained” in our government? That 
has a tendency to jar us, when we 
recall Boutwell’s speech as an im- 
peacher of Andrew Johnson and his 
Vendome hotel speech in 1888, in 
Boston, in favor of General Grant’s 
ideas of the republic’s westward ex- 
pansion, but we confine ourselves to 
this only—that the query by ex-Gov- 
ernor Boutwell plainly shows how 
greatly needed is a true and honest 
history of “The Life and Times of 
Thomas Jefferson.” ~- , 
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Some Settled Questions. 

As usual the presidential campaign 
is opening up most fiercely in the po- 
litical pulpits of the north. 

Last Sunday Rev. Dr. David Gregg, 
an amiable old gentleman who 
preaches through the neck of an ample 
silk gown, became gfflicted in his pul- 
pit with a bad case of righteous rage 
—gso to call it and keep polite. He 
declared that the civil war “has not 
settled anything’—that the south is 
returning to the trade of slavery and 
that it is nullifying and suppressing 
the negro vote. and finished off the 
performance with a lot of rancus rot 
expectable. in Decoration day sermons.. 
On the same day Rev. Dean Rich- 
mond Babbitt. af the Brooklyn Church 
of the Epipthany, saw Brother Greeg’s 
Vision and went the good old man a 
few spots better. He said, in the 
midst of his homiletic hash, of the 
the people of the south: 

They ate rapidly robbing negroes by a 
deliberate system not only of their in- 
alienable rights to life, liberty and hap- 
piness as citizens of the great republic, 
but we see state after state in the south 
concocting in the devil's workshop their 
own brand of legislative nullification. We 
see some northern ministers applauding 
them and aonplying the opprobious epithet 
‘‘nigger’’ to the hapless black man. 

Now these statements “would be im- 
portant—if true!” Which, of course, 
they are not. The case recalls to us 
that of the old negro complaining to 
a neighbor about .the loss of some 
chickens. “Doe’s yo’ me’n ter exsin- 
uate dat I tuck dem chuckens?” asked 
the neighbor. “No,” replied the loser; 
“I nebber haz sed yo’ tuck dem chick- 
ens, an’ I ain’t gwine ter say yo’ did, 
but I’m sho’ gwine home ter dinner 
wid yo’ terday!” 

And so we wish to go home with 
Dr. Gregg to breakfast this morning 
and tell him, before he can have anoth- 
er attack of lapsus memoriae, that the 
civil war did settle a whole lot of 
things. 

It settled the fact that the south 
never was in treasonable rebellion and 
the history of the government’s deal- 
ings with Jefferson Davis, whose birth 
we celebrate today, proves it. 

It settled that this is a white man’s 
country and government, for the north 
never would have gone to war on a 
basis that it was to fight for negro 
emancipation alone and that freed ne- 
groes were by the act of freedom to 
become voters, governors and the bal- 
ance of power in determining the des- 
tiny of the nation. 

It settled the right of any state to 
deal with the question of suffrage as 
a state sovereignty right and if the 
south choeses to accept the penalty of 
disfranchising negroes because they 
are negroes (which none of them has 
done) it cannot be prevented. : 

. It settled the indestructibility of the

thus stamped out of existence the 
northern ideag of Josiah Quincy. in 
1811 and the Hartford convention, 
along with those of Calhoun and -the 
southern leaders of 1861. 

‘ It settled the fact that the negro 
must be punished for his crimes under 
the same laws and conditions as are 
white criminals. There is ao slavery 
in disfranchisement. If so, a hundred 
thousand negroes have made slaves of 
themselves by not paying the taxes 
to the state that would enfranchise 
them.

He is mobbed 
there for asking work, shut out, of the 
labor unions and denied his liberty 
to work, and he is shot, hung and burn- 
ed in Ironton, Urbana and Leaven- 
worth as he is anywhere in the south 
for the same heinous and inhumsa 
crimes.

Mr. Cockran is wise enough to say that 
it will be easier for the ex-president to 
be elected if nominated by the democrats 
than to secure the nomination of the 
party to whose wrecking he contributed 
to the extent of ‘his power. In other 
words, the New Yorker throws into the 
situation a very large “if” upox which he 
can fall back when hig prophecies come 
home to roost. 

The cables from the capitals of Europe 
show that Mr. Cleveland is running much 
better over there—where a third term is 


no bugaboo and where the opposition to | 


it is not. understood—than he fs in this 
land of the free and home of the brave. 
Naturally, wherever presidential possibili- 
ties are discussed, the bearing of the 
third term antipathy upon his chances is 
one of the chief points under considera- 
tion. ° 

The memories of a g00d many seem to 
be very short on this third term question 
I find a very general belief that it was for 


‘endeavoring to secure three terms in suc- 


cession that the country rose against 
Grant and even the republican party turn- 
ed him down. The facts.of history show a 
state of affairs pretty nearly parallel to 
that presented in the effort to force a 
Cleveland revival. 

It is true that there was a strong Grant 
movement toward the close of his second 
term as president. There were many Men 


around him who were anxious to keep 


him in power and they did what they 
could to influence public gentiment. It. was 
the knowledge that this was being done 
which gave the democratic party the op- 
portunity for its first nétable victory af- 
ter the war. By pitching its congressional 
campaign largely on the popular opposi- 
tion to a third term in the presidency, the 


democrats succeeded in carrying the 
house. It was that house which, by over- 


whelming vote, declared that a third term 
would be a menace to the coyntry, and 
every democrat voted for that resolution. 

The democratic victory scared Grant 
ana the republican party leaders. The 
president wrote a letter for publication in 
which he called himself out of the con- 
test, and no effort to nominate him was 
made at the conyention of 1876, which 
finally nominated Hayes. True there were 
many Grant men among the delegates, 
but they realized it would be party suicide 
to bring the then president forward for a 
third term. 

It was four years later that the real 
effort was made to nominate Grant again. 
He had been out/of office four years, 
which fact was urged then, as it is being 
urged now, as reason why the third term 
obstacle should not apply, It was at that 
convention, after Grant had been out 
four years and had made his spectacular 
trip around the world, that the old guard 
of 306 stood firm for Grant's nomination , 
throughout the fight. The democrats of 
the country were then absolutely upited 
in opposition to the third term idea, as 
were the majority of the republicans; and 
the convention finally nominated Garfield, 
the wiser politiclans contending that in 
view of public sentiment, it: would be fa- 
tal to the party’s chances to name Grant 
for a third term. 

Grant had not gplit his party. Grant was 


| personally very popular. His trip around 


the wcrid had operated to renew admira- 
tion for the man in the hearts of the 
masses. It was argued especially that he 
was not after three terms in succession. 
And yet with all these considerations in 
his favor, the republican party did not 
dare make the third term experiment. Of 
course there is no possibiiity of the demvu- 
cratic party falling into the trap some 
people are endeavoring to set for it, but 
if there were, that Grant 
would act as an estoppal. 
Mr. Cleveland has missed a great oppor- 
tunity. Had he scotched this third term 
talk the moment it was first heard, he 
would have been given credit for broad 


‘patriotism. It might then have been said 


by his biographers of the future that “he 
had a chance for a thig¢d term, but follow- 
ing the example of Washington had de- 
clined it.” Now he has put himself in the 
attitude of a seeker after the nomination— 
for that is all his actions can mean—and 
when he does come out with the an- 
nouncement that he does not want it, 
which he wiil, the country will know it 
is because he cannot get it and history 
will so record. If Mr. Cleveland had been 
a politician of any ability, if he had ever 
been able to get away from the solemn 
self-worship which is the keynote of his 
character, he would have availed himsel? 
of the opportunity which wag presented to 
him. He has missed a trick.

Neged Murderers to Be Tied 
in, Morgan Couniy, 


Attorneys for the Prosecution Object 
to the County Chosen—Jett and 
White Spend Their Time in 


the Jail Playing 
Cards. 


Jackson, Ky., June 2.—A change of 
venue has been granted in the Jett and 
White cases to Morgan county under 
Judge Kenner and the trial set for June 
2. 

Commonwealth Attorney Byrd intro 
duced the motion to change the triai of 
White and Jett for the murder of James 
B. Marcum and in the case against Jett 
for the murder of James Cockrill to an- 
other judicial district on the ground that 
there is such a state of lawlessness ©x- 
isting in Breathitt county that a fair 
triai cannot be had in this district. 

The motion was made under section 111° 
of laws of the state of Kentucky. Judge 
Redwine said. that under this statute the 
défense had no right to be heard on the 
motion and he thought the motion should 
be granted. Fulton French, for the de- 
fense, insisted on being heard and de- 
clared that the prisoners could have .& 
fair trial here, but Judge Redwine re- 
fused/to hear him further. 

Judge Redwine then ordered the cases 
to Morgan circuit court and trial set for 
June 23. This is Judge Kenner’s court 
and is at West Liberty, 7 miles from a 
railroad. 

Colonel Williams was then ordered to 
cortvey the prisoners back to jail. 

Judge Redwin2’s brother is prosecuting 
attorney of Morgan county. 

The night passed quietly with shooting 
in the outskirts of the town, but none in 
the vicinity of the jail or camp. Scout- 
ing perties under Captain Clements and 
Lieutenant Evans, under orders from Co!- 
onel Williams to capture the searchlight, 
reported at daylight that nothing had 
been seen of the light.

O, these picturés do not represent 
N spots on the sun. 

But they.do represent the most 
marvelous skill with the pen ever exhib- 
ited in the world’s history, so fargas any 
record shows, It is the work of an Al- 


to be used in this connection. 

Within the small space of the middle 
circle the Lord’s Prayer is written in full 
and repeated four times. There are 69 
words in this prayer, making a tctal of 
276 words. But this is not all by any 
means that is in that space. The 3, 4 and 
5th verses of the fifth chapter of Matthew 
containing 33 words, are also written 
there distingtly. In all, there are three 
rundred and nine words in the small 
compass of this circle. And the circie 
can be entirely hidden by placing a silvcr 
dime over it. It is actually smaller than 
a dime, and yet contains al! the mattct 
mentioned. The original card is in the 
possession of The Constitution and can 
be seen at any time. With a magnifying 
giass the words appear as plain and dis- 
tinct as if written by the best of penmen 
in the ordinary size writing. 

The larger of the two circles, at the left 
of the picture, contains the Ten Com- 
mandments and the 5, 6, 7, 8 and dth 
verses of the ith chapter of Matthcw, 
commonly kno as the Beatitudes. 
was the intention of the writer to make 
this circle the same size as the midaie 
one, but by an accident he made it a 
shade larger. An examination, howevcr, 
will show that if he had made it the ex- 
act size of the other he could have put 
all the words that it contains in the 
straller one, as there is considerable va- 
cant space in the center. This circle con- 
tains 349 words. The Ten Commandments 
contain 301 words and the Beatitudes 4. 
The third circle was never completed by 
the writer, and, in fact, the entire carl 
was never applied to the uses for which 
he intended it. It was originally designed 
to be used for the benefit of the Presby- 
terian hospital, but in lying about on the 
desk in the designer's office it became 
slightly soiled and he discarded it. The 
border tells the story of its origin. Writ- 
ten there are the words: ‘““This card writ- 
ten and donated for the benefit of the 
Presbyterian hospital,” and the words are 
repeated over and over. 

The Ten Commandments and the Lord's 
Prayer are written above the circles 
across the card lengthwise, and are per- 
fectly legible to the naked eye.

It is 
better for the owner that the property 
should be somewhat damaged than that 
the entire tract should be taken and 
sold under an excessPe levy.
